©. P. HUNTINGTON. 
Charges of Bribing Congressmen 
Made Against Him, 

A Washington dispatch of the 
5th instant says: Steps are being 
taken, so it is stated, to have C, P, 
Huntington, the railway magnate, 
indicted by the Grand Jury of the 


District of Columbia, on a charge) 


of bribing the Representatives and 
Serfators of the United States. A 
prequent for this action is found in 
the recent charge of Judge Barrett 
to the jury in the trial of Jake 
Sharp, in New York, On that oe- 
casion the Judge stated that. that 
was the first time in the history of 
the country that a bribe-giver was 
indicted, and laid down the law 
that in order to convict it was only 
hecessary to prove that the bribe 
offered could be traced to the ac- 
cused, no matter through how 
many hands it passed intermedi- 
ately. 

In his testimony before the Pa- 
cific Railway Investig: ting Com- 
mittee in New York last April, Mr. 
Huntington acknowledged to pay- 
ing out $6,000,000 to the members 
of both ho: ises of Congress in order 
to “explain’’ matters connected 
with the Central Pacific Railway. 
The Attorney-General now bas the 
matter under consideration,and it is 
believed that before many days 
Mr. Huntington will be given an 
opportunity to tell what members 
of Congress received the money, in 
order to show the explanation that 
was sO necessary to the interests of 
the Ce itral Pacific Railroad. The 
indictment of Mr. 
it be had, will be under the Act of 
Congress approved February 26, 
185', which prescribes the pexalty 
of tbree times the amount of money 
in such cfése paid and three years 
imprisonment fur each and every 
offense. 

In the testimony referred to, Mr. 
Huntington testified that a promi- 
nent Senator of ,the Pacific Slope 
managed his end of the line in dis- 
bursing the money required to effect 
the requisite explanation to his 
brother members of Congress. If 
Mr. Huntington can be believed, 
this Senator and those members 
who accepted the bribes will be in- 
dicted under the same Act, United 
States Revised Statutes, Section 
5,500, and are subject to the same 
punishment of fine and imprison- 
ment.

We clip the following extract 
from the Elizabeth (N.J.) Leader— 
correspondence from Major James 
MeFarlane, who came to this coast 
witi the veteran Zouaves: ‘‘Reno 
isa lively town witb an extensive 
depot.
